By the arrival of the Sierra Nevada yos- 
terday we are in possession of European news 
to the 10th inst., four days later than prev- 
ious telegrams. Tho Danish war is still dis- 
tracting tho attention of the Great Powers. 
A fresh oitrnge had been «ommittod by tho 
allied forces in cannonading the town of 
Sonderberg on the Island of Alsen, without 
giving warning, and also tho villago of Dup- 
pel on the mainland. In the former place 
eighty women and children wcro killed, and 
tho town was ultimately destroyed by the 
unfortunate inhabitants. It wonld really 
appear that Europe was fast relapsing into 
barbarism, when a causeless warliko that now 
waged by united Germany against a smnll, 
bravo, and inoffensive people, can be oarried 
on with almost an exterminating spirit, while 
the principal Powers stand quiescent, until 
the dismembsrmont of a nation is completed, 
and the last quiver of vitality has ceased. A 
Conference is called by thoso leaderB of civ- 
ilization, when the tomahawk of the Gorman 
savage is hewing at the vitals of tho Danish 
kingdom, nnd when tho smouldering roofs 
of towns and villages are sanding helpless 
womon and children out into the world as 
shelterless fugitives from armed aggression. 
A nice lot of Christians truly — theao ''Great 
Powers" — to offor intervention to stop tho 
bloodshed of American civil war. It is with 
regret wc viow tho policy of England in this 
and other recent crises. No sophistries ol 
tho London Timet dictated by the mercenary 
and avaricious feelings of London stockjob- 
bers — no serio-comic statements of Lord 
Polmerston, nor " anylhing-you-<like" asser- 
tions from libratory Russell, can cover up this 
last disgrose of holding out to the Danes 
hopes'^of assistance, and failing to succor 
thorn in the hour of need. " There 
wis a period," wrote one long sinco dead, 
"when to tho defence of the noblest cause, 
England brought tho highest valor, while nit 
that were oppressed drew at sight on her 
treasuro and her blood. It would have boen 
gloriouB if she had evinced a magnanimity 
that calculated not on return ; if sho had con- 
tinued to sow benefits, although she might 
reap ingratitude." We do not tako exactly 
so high a view of international duties as 
this — the material school of philosophy has 
toned down many of the exalted and to a 
great extent ethereal sontimonts of a less 
practical age ; but there aro limits to even 
the worldly policy ot non-intervention 
There is a point in national as well as indi- 
vidual life, beyond which it is infinitely salcr 
to be an activo participator than a passive 
observer. Tho brutal bully, nfter attacking 
one man witb impunity will quickly assault 
another, and the cowardly policy of the non- 
interventionist may in all probability subject 
himself to the same outrage which was prac- 
tised on his weakor neighbor. When his day ol 
trouble comes he will find that he reaps only 
what he has sown, and that neithor sympa- 
thy nor friendship will interfere in his be- 
half. 

We do not anticipate any crisis in Eng- 
land's history that will make her dependent 
on the arms of others for her own protection 
But we can see very visibly, that that prestige 
which she has gained by self-sacrifice 
and sympathy with tho cause of the op- 
pressed is, under the present government, 
fast losing iis hold oa Europe. It has enabled 
France to be the arbiter of tho old world, and 
Louu Napoleon to be the modern oracle of 
Apollo. The despatches which have been 
reoontly presented to Parliament, in connec- 
tion with this Danish difficulty, show clearly 
that material assistance if not offered in dis- 
tinct terms by England to Denmark was at 
least implied in her correspondence with 
Prussia. If it appeared that tho German 
powers " entered Holttein," says the memoran- 
dum, " on international grounds, Her 
Majesty's Govornment might bo obliged to 
interfere." Tho German troops not only 
enlored Holstein on international grounds, 
but passed into Schloswig, took possession of 
that Duchy, nnd havo now advanced into 
Denmark proper, where they assail the in- 
tegrity of the kingdom. Still tho contin- 
gency of England's interfering is as small as 
it was before the first of the Federal troops 
had landed in Holstein several months ago. 
In a despatch written on tho Glh ol January 
by Lord Napier to Princo Gortschakoff, it is 
■aid. " that an attack upon Schloswig ap- 
peared imminent, and if that attempt was 
made, it soemcd not improbable thut the 
Germans might find themselves confronted 
by the armed intervention of Great Liritain." 
Schlcswig was not only attacked, as we 
havo said, but still further encroachments 
wcro mado, yot tho "armed intervention " 
lies determinedly dormant. In the midst of 
all these flourishes Denmark has been in- 
duced to grant concession after concession 
at the instigation of tin 11 Groat Powers," 
and, after humiliating herself as much as it 
was poasiblo for any spirited nation to do, 
she now finds that hor " humble pio" has 
boon eaten in vain, and that her considerate 
frionds have left her to the tender care of 
her euotr.iis and the solace of her own 
mortification. But a Conference is got up 
for her ospoeinl benefit, through which the 
peace of Europo is to bo " preserved," aud it 
meets with the recent butchery of women 
and children fresh in its mind. Our Euro- 
pean dates were within two days of the 
meeting of the Conference, so that by the 
next steamer we may reasonably expect 
something definite from this collective wis- 
dom. As wo havo already staled, wo do not 
anticipate a peace ful result. The elements 
of revolution are too wide spread and too 
active just now throughout Europe, to allow 
this belligerent boiling to simmer down into 
quietude. Gallicia is in a condition of quasi- 
insurroction, with martial law proclaimed 
throughout the territory. Hungary is in u 
■ tato of starvation, ready at any moment to 
respond'to tho call of KosButh, who is ear- 
nestly engaged in that cause to which he hn? 
dovoted the best portion of his lilo. The 
army of occupation in Vcnetia has boen in- 
creased to tho enormous (orco of 100,01)0, on 
aooount of tho growing discontent of the 
population. Russia has her hands full in 
Poland. Garibaldi is in London and by no 
moans idle. Tho Prussian pooplo and the 
inhabitant! of tho Principalities nro wrought 
up to a pitch of insanity on this Bchleswig- 
Holstoii) war, and will prove a very sorious 
obstacle to any amicablo adjustment that 
might bo concluded by the Coi.forence. Tho 
strings of revolution throughout Europo rest 
in England's hands. With al! her recent 
apoatftoy, sho is still Iho purest guardiau of

From 
Cottonwood down snow had entiroly disap- 
peared, A great many pack trains were met 
it the Mouth of Quesnellc. The road 
hrough the green timber was good and hard 
and the entire road from Soda Creek dowr, 
was in better order than it had ever beeu 
bsfore. Several cx and other teams had gone 
through from Yale to 8odn Creek but none 
from Lilleoet.

Revenues was owing, in a great rreaiure, to 
the ciroi!ui8tanc03 of tho royalties on coal 
and timber, having beon permitted to remain 
■□productive, and the price of crown lands 
having been reducod in the year 1860 from 
£l to SI per acre at tho request of the local 
Legislature. Whatever the loss to tho crown, 
arising out of those concessions, may have 
been, it was certain that this colony has 
reaped the advantage. The crown having 
been induoed to waive its rights for tho gen- 
eral interests of the colony, he did not see 
how this House could concur in the opini in 
of the House of Assembly "lhat neither the 
crown revenues nor the condition of tho gen- 
eral rovonuea would juslifiy tho accoptancoof 
the proposition of Her Majesty's Government 
to p.-ovide a Civil List," which, it had been 
shown, is under the averogo of Colonial Civil 
Lists.

Wednesday, April 27. 
Council mot at 2:30 p.m. Members pres- 
ent — The Hon. Prssident.and Hons. Attorney 
Ccnoral Cary, Treasurer Wateon, Sarveyor 
General Pemberton, Finlayson and Eraser. 
the civil list resolutions. 
The Counoil went into committee on these 
resolutions, the Hon. Chief Justice in tho 
chair. 

I Hon. Mr. Watson brought forward tho fol- 
lowing resolutions on the Civil List question : 

I. " That this Houso cannot concur io the 
opinion of tho House of Assembly ' that 
noithor the Crown Revenue nor the condition 
of tho General Revenue would justify the ac- 
ceptation of the proposition of Her .Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for the Colosios 
to provide a Civil List amounling to 
.€5,800.' " 

II. " That this Mouse ooncursin tho opinion 
of tho House of Assembly ' that tha nbsoluto 
Boparation of the colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia could not be otherwise 
than injurious to both and rondot their union 
hereafter more impracticable."' 

III. "That this Houso is further of opiniou 
that a complete union of the Administralivo 
and Legislative ostablishmonls of Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia would be ad' 
vantageous, and that such an union would 
not necessarily involve any alteration in the 
commeroiaI|polioy of tho colonies, Vancouver 
Island, contributing a proportional revenue 
by dirpct taxes, and that £jy such a dis- 
position of atlairs, tho advantages of an in- 
creasing foreign trade, nrising out of tho Frco 
Port system, would bo saourod to the united 
colonies." 

The hon. mover said the subject of the 
resolutions was a most important one, touch- 
ing as it did upon an alteration in the con- 
stitution of this Colony, And therefore affect- 
ing tbe interests of a large amount of capital 
already invested. lie rcgrotted the manner 
in which ihe juihjeet bc.d bean submitted for 
tho consideration of this House, necessitating 
cs it did, immediate notion on a question 
requiring tho most careful consideration. 
The hon geaflsmau said, that having already 
shown that the Civil List proposed by Her 
Majesty's government ,1s not extravagant 
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pruspeet of increase. Tho real estate (ono 
per cent.) lax might bo oxpec'.ed to yield au 
incroaso every yoar. Thero were large tracts 
of unproductive land in tho hands of capital- 
ists, rated at a valuo much under tho market 
value, which, when in the hands ot bona Jidt 
settlers, would rise in valuo, and yield a cor- 
responding increase of revenue. This tax was 
not generally an unpopular one. In some 
cases it was felt to be burdensome on account 
of the speculative value attached to properly 
in trading localities, but the fluctuations in 
tho value might bo overcome by tho adoption 
of a five^yearly, instead of a yearly assess- 
ment. In loss than threo years this tux would 
yield 8100,000; a sum equal to the ordinary 
expenses of tho government. 

The Trado Assessment, which was little 
ovor one-third of one per cent on transac- 
tions, did not appear to bo burdensome, al- 
though it bore unequally on tbe different 
classes of traders, the tax on importers being 
only about one-tenth ol one per cent. 

With regard lo the condition of lbs general 
revenuo to meet tho ordinary expenses of 
government, the estima'es for the year 180-1 
showed a total of 8146,080. The ordinary 
expenses of Government (exclusive of the Ci- 
vil List; were estimated at 572,779; leaving 
a balance for all other purposes of 873.301. 

If the present scale was abandoned, and a 
tax on transactions adopted or one percent., 
the rovonue from this source would exceed 
800,000. 

Tho liquor liconses, however, could not be 
expeoted to exceed the present valuation, ns 
the number of licenses granted was already 
beyond tho limits of expediency. Tho harbor 
dues also would not greatly exooed the pres- 
ent eatimato. for some yeara to come. The 
postage dues, as a sourco of revenuo, had 
bean very unproductive; no effort on tho part 
of Government haviug been made to obtain 
a monopoly in the transmission of letters. 

If, from tho total estimated rovonue for tho 
year 1864, amounling to Sl»8,520, we deduct 
the ordinary expenses of Government, as 
voiod, amounting lo $72,779, and the amount 
ot the proposed Civil List, 328,130, making 
together, 8100,909, tbe balance remaining for 
gonoral purposes would ha 887,611. The 
expenditure voted for general puiposes (ex- 
clusive of that provided for by tbe £40,000 
loan) amounts to 370,700, so that even wiih 
the proposed Civil List, thore would still bo a 
surplus of revenue amounting to SlC.flll. 

In considering; the proposition of Her Ma- 
jesty's Government, it should not be forgotten 
lhat the general revenues of the colony were 
pledged for a loan of £40,000; and that in 
good faith to tho bond-holders it was our duty 
to provide not only for the annual payment of 
the interest arid sinking fund of this loan, but 
also for the good government of the colony, 
without which the general revenues would 
soon become a worthless security. 

The past policy of Vancouver Island was 
of a peculiar and unprecedented character. 
We had instances of countries possessed of a 
large industrial population opening their 
ports, and by thut means increasing in com 
merclnl wealth and importance. But' the first 
iastaooe on reoord of a poor country, whoso 
population is of the least productive charac- 
ter, commencing its career with unrestticted 
commerce, is to be found in the history of 
Vancouuer Island. Tho basis of revenue in 
this colony bad beeu speculation io land and 
merchandise, but its real prosperity was to be 
found in the mines of Brilish Columbia, and 
tho ptospeot of an incroaso or decrease io the 
yield of gold bad tho immodiate eflect of in - 
creasing or diminishing the importance of 
our souroea of wealth, Ths inhabilants ol 
this colony, thercforo, felt a desire to possess 
some share in the management ol tho affairs 
ot tha sister colony, awl that desire had been 
lelt and expressed on mnny occasions — tho 
mule tax meeting for instance, and the Bute 
lulet and other movements. We had now 
arrived at a time when that desire must cith- 
er be consummated or hushed for a period of 
six yoars. The parent state hod said in ef- 
fect, that tho period of courtship had lasted 
loug enough, nnd we must dow choose union 
or entire separation with all its disastrous 
consequences. To the parental overture the 
other branch of the Legislature had given an 
evasive reply, in the resolutions, the subject 
of which was before this House, and it was 
tbs duty of this House to express a 
more decided opinion on the subject. 
The present policy of the colonies on the 
other side of the continent wan in favor of 
Union, and the chief obstacle in tho way of 
suoh a consummation was the growth and 
settled character of their political institu- 
tions. Before arriving at suoh a condition of 
separation our wisest polioy would bo to 
effect a onion. The whole of our past logis- 
lution In Vancouver Island amounted lo au 
experiment to build up a commeroial capital 
for tho two colonies. This has been accom- 
plished, and, in the event of annexation, 
Victuria would still remain n depot for the 
trade of tho Pacific. Even supposing that

It had been stated 
in tho Houso of Assembly that all Ihe revenue 
which could bo expected from tha Crown 
Lands as arrears of instalments was about 
818,000, and in bis apprehension not a shil- 
ling more would be received from the staio 
of public lands. His reasons for this were 
thai ns tho lands hud been reduoei to 81 per 
e.ere (and ho must say" that if thsro was one 
man more than another who hud been instru- 
mental in reducing the price of land, ho him- 
self was the man), he believed the whole 
revenue from thorn would bo consumed in the 
expenses attendanton their survey and man- 
agement.

the Free Port systom came to an end, the 
immediate loss to the trade of the United 
Colonies would not exceed l-10tli of our im* 
ports ; but it waa he thought quite possible 
to arrange tho question of the 1'ree Port, so 
that both colonies would reap tho benefit 
of the growing commerce arising out of the 
Free Port system. The ports of Vancouver 
Island might remain free, whilst the present 
tariff was maintained in Biitish Columbia. 
The only olement of inequality in suoh a 
Union would bo a gain to tho population of 
Vancouver Islund of about 12 per cent, on 
the valuo of the local consumption. This 
inequality could bo adjusted by rnuiutaining 
direct tuxes in Vancouver Islund to aa equi- 
valent extent to bo ascertained by reference 
to tbe tables of imports and exports of both 
colonies. By this means tho oxpensos of a 
revenue saivice along the ooast of Vancouver 
Island would be avoidod. 

Tho Hon. gentleman proceeded to show 
that thero need not be any loss to either 
eolony by union. The tolol imports of British 
Columbia for the year 1803 were 82,109,000, 
tho revenuo from which was about 12 per 
cant ; the imports of Vancouver Island for 
the year 1803 were 8S3,80'O,430 ; from which 
deduct exports to British Columbia, 
82,100,000, and to foreign ports, $400,000, 
amounting lo 82,50'J.OOO ■ leaving the value 
of consumption in Vancouver Island, 
$1,351,430; the Brilish Columbian per- 
centage thereon, viz., 12 per cent., would bn 
$102,171 ; tho present valuo of tho rovonue 
of Vancouver Island was 8)88,520; bo thnt 
our contribution towards tho uuited revenue 
in excess of amount required would bo 
§26,319. 

The political advantage of a union of 
the colonipi would bo very great. Our 
representative system would partako of 
a more general character. Measures of im- 
portance allcoting the interests of both 
colonies, such as immigration, conveyanoo ol 
mai's, shorter rputes to tho mines, govern- 
ment of tho Indians, uniformity ot colonial 
laws, intercolonial trade, &o„ would no 
longer be the subjects of indifferenco or local 
legislation. At the present moment the 
representative body of this oolony assumed 
a basis no higher thau that of an ordinary 
Town Council. We have districts nominally 
represented, but everyone knows that the 
interests of tho ropresontatives of the districts 
bo far from being identical with those of their 
constituents aro simply a hollow profession. 

The efforts of an United Parliament would 
be more vigorous and less likely lo run to 
seed. For these and mapy other lessons to 
which ha would not now allude, tho hon. 
gentleman had much pleasure in moving tho 
resolutions.

Hon. Donald Eraser said he understood 
the 'resolution to disagree with the resolutions 
lately passed hy the Houeo of Assembly, 
His own opinion was oiuirejy in fayor of the 



nearly half his income from 
for taxes. 

The Attorney General said the observa- 
■vations of his hon. fricud applied only lo tbe 
mode of colleoting the real estate tax, not to 
the tax itself. His remarks showed most for- 
cibly indeed, thut tho ono per cent, tax was 
one of tho chief means ol raising permanant 
revenue. As to expecting assistance from tho 
Home Government, ho (ihe Attorney General) 
had oo hope of it whatever. The Homo Go- 
vernment had already robbed us of our patri- 
mony — ot ihe osly sourco of revenue we 
should have to fall back upon, and turned us 
out in the world naked and helpless. The 
great evil in the real estate tux was in ihe 
Court of Revision, and he must say that of 
all the disgraceful conduot he over beard of, 
that of tho Court of Revision last year was 
the most cnatemptible. They simply, when 
a man wis taxed ?I5,000, raised his taxes to 
$20,000. There was Do use in appealing lo 
a court of law; the expenses would be more 
than tho extra asscssmeuts. 

Mr. Watson deprecated such imputations 
being cast on the Hevisors ; those geotlemen 
hud given their gratuitous services to tho 
best of thoir ability, and their honesty should 
not be impugned. 

Tho Attorney-General did not impugn 
their honesty, but simply their shameful 
inability. 

We wore asked now by the Homo Govern- 
ment lo pay a cerlain Civil List, and he was 
of opinion that wo could pay the List with- 
out increasing the taxation, but by simply 
regulating and equalizing tbe present mode of 
collection; As lo tho second and third reso- 
lutions they simply amounted to a question of 
union of the colonies, or in other words 
whether we shall have a free port or not. If 
we are united British Columbia wilt demand 
an 'abrogation of our free port, arid Vancou- 
ver Island will be iu a helpless minority. 
Tha learned gentleman again alluded to the 
usaleesoess of. asking assistance from the 
Home Government, who had already so 
often coolly, flatly _and dotorminodly refused 
us any assistance in any matter whatever. 
When, he said, wo saw that the whole nd- 
dilieaal amount asked for by ihe Secretary 
of Elata was somo £15,00, he thought it 
was disgraceful to thus purado our poverty 
and helplcjuncss before the world. If we 
unito with British Columbia, we place our- 
selves 'completely a! their mercy; wo can 
only keep our free port by their sufferance, 
who have no meroy for us. Ho did not 
think we should submit lo this humiliation ; 
the paltry sum asked of us, we would have 
to pay sooner or lator. He <von!d bo de- 
lighted to think that the Home Government 
would take the Crowu Lands aod poy tho 
Civil List, but they wore not such flats as 
to taka $15,000 of'arrcars, and pay £6800 
for ever. 

Hon. R. Finlayson — Why not go on as 
we have done for the last live years? 

Attorney Generul Gary — Simply because 
wo cannot do it ; our Civil List has beeu 
paid out ol the land fund, but now that land 
fund is valueless, 

Hoc Mr. Watson said the Home Govern- 
ment would cerliiinly guarantoo tho salaries 
of its officers, but in his opinion they would 
simply make Bp theso salaries by a royalty 
on tho minerals and timber of tho country. 
If two shillings aud six pence a lor. were 
levied on Ihe coal from Nanuimo, we would 
find it a serious mailer. 

The President— The OrsiwrJ cannot levy 
n royalty on the Nanaimo coal ; it il a 
fallacy lo suppose so. The land belongB to 
the Vuncouvei Goal Company.

Though the nows from the interior is of 
litllo interest, I feel still bonnd to give you 
the information! received.

Guadalajara with 2000 men for this purpose. 

Admiral Bouet has not returned yet from 
San Bias, and we are therefore still ignorant 
whether Mazatlan or Manzanillo have beeu 
occupied. His return will bo the signal for 
landing some French iroops nt Acapulco, 
which are expested by one of tho transports 
of the fleet. 

Old Juan Alvarez will not listen to tho 
overturea mado by the regency, and has 
declared that ho will opposo the descent of 
French troops from the interior, considering 
them the enemies of bis country; thus Gen. 
/•imeues will be obliged to defend Tiotla 
against Vicario. 

Private letlors from Oajaoa stato that Gen. 
PurfirioDlax has command of tho city wiih 
upwards of 0,000 men, and that he is confi- 
dent of being able to defend Ihe State against 
the Fronch forces who are now moving 
agaitist him. Anyhow, Diaz will bo able to 
make good his retreat at any time, the States 
of Guerrero and Chiapas being just as hostile 
to the Frenoh. Every day furnishes further 
evidence that 30,000 French and 10,000 re- 
actionary troops are unable to subdue the 
Liberal parly. A conquest by nrms without 
gaining sympathy will never terminate this 
wnr. The former may be carried through 
io a year or two ; the latter is impossible. —

There are ISO 
uoh peers, of whom 9(1 are Tories and 60 
Liberals, and they elect 28 representatives. 
The majority having it all their own way, 
leave the matter . with Lord D/eruy, who 
practically nominates •. to every vaeanoy. 
That is not a bad arrangemont, but instead ol 
fairly electing every three peers in every five 
from amorlg ConsarVafives.Lord Derby selects 
a Conservative for. tho other two also, and so 
the Liberal peers aro not represented at nil. 
Tho evil is one Incident to ail very small res 
presontativo bodies, but the Tories must not 
wonder if when tho balance turns, as it may 
turn, thoy nre.treuted with a. similar unfair- 
ness. It is curious, by the way, to remark, 
as tho value ef a title on tho hustings be- 
comes understood, how tho public apprecia- 
tion of an Irish peerago rises. It will soon, 
at tho present ralo, bo worth an English one, 
and fifty years hcueo may bo worth more. —

Rksiojution os Sin Rowland Hill.— 
Sir Rswland Hill has rcsignod, officially on 
account of ill health, really, it is said, be- 
cause his chief thinks lhat being respondblo 
he ought to direct his department. His re- 
tirement is, perhaps, well timed, for thore is 
no mind which stereotypes so rapidly as thai 
of an inventor ; but if ovor public Horvnnt 
deserved a formal parliamentary acknowledg- 
ment it is Sir Rowland Hill. He has done 
as much for the transmission of intelligence 
as Stsphenson did for loeomotiou, and it must 
be remembered that bis reward has been a 
salary, not u, fortuue. Objectors still deny 
that he invented tho Penny Post, but it is 
quite cortairt that he carried it in tho teeth 
of a most angry and resolute opposition.

At Ihe Aquila, !the. gol ting out of the re- 
maining portion of. the Comanche has been 
very rapid daring the past few days, up lo 
this morning, when matters In tho hold as- 
sumed a 8oraewhat';uhpromrsing condition. 
We learn that including' !the two 15-incb 
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guns and the'shot remaining on board, the 
wreckers ; have about 160 tons weight of 
cargo stiil.to recover. Owing to tho obstacles 
in getting chains under Iho wreok, the outside 
diving party have, suspended, operations, and 
no eflbrt8 to raise the Aqulla-will be under* 
taken until the discharging party havo ended 
their labors. Meanwlillo tho rest of the 
forca.ara busy in building ibe.'leamols" which 
are to raise Ihe wreck. Six of theso camels 
are supposed lo be able to lift the vessel. 
Four of them are' now comploted, and the 
others commenced. Everything indicates 
the final work of the wrecking party as being 
near at hand ; and Capt. Morritt has already 
set their departure- for the East at three weeks 
from date. 

The Acjuila raised and tho Comanche 
saved, another question of groat interest to 
the public will arise, and that is, the prospeot 
of her speedy building as a defence to our 
harbor. Up lo the present, no circumstances 
indicate any action on the part of any person 
or persons concorned in the Comancho as to 
building. 1 he materials are new in the 
hands of Capt. Mt'rritt, who holds them for 
payment of his coiitrncl, arid will not deliver 
Ihom up until satisfied that his uiaim for ser- 
vices rendered will be paid. On the part of 
the Underwriters, we learn that they claim 
that the contractors, Messrs. Donahue, Seoor, 
and Ryan, aro responsible for tho cost of 
raising nnd saving the Comanche, to all of 
which the aforesaid contraclors are under- 
stood lo demur. 

From this tho peopfe ean see that a trian- 
gular conflict of pecuaior'y interests is going 
on, and unless the govornment intervene wiih 
the strong arm in- behalf- of the people the 
Comancho mrfy roposo ignobly in pieces at 
South Beach for piany months, if not years 
to come, before the respeotivo rights of the 
contending parties io interest are definitely 
settled. In pointof faot no one legally owns 
her and acknowledges responsibility for tb 
outlay incurred in'.he'r recovery .; ' Meanwhile, 
if Government does not interfere and take 
her out of ''chancery," our harbor will be as 
unprotected as belore tbo Comanche was 
shipped to this port. Of course this stato of 
things waa never intended to have happened, 
but if some one— either the peoplo or the 
authorities of tho State and county— do not 
lako some action in tho premises to arouse 
the General Government to decided action, 
the Comancho will remain, at South Beacb 
like a Sampson shorn of his strength, bu object 
of curiosity to idlers, of profit to tho street 
railroad companies/and of ignominious con- 
tempt to ihe enemies of our.counlry.— Bulle- 
tin.

The New Overland Mail Contraot. 
A telegram from Washington in a morning 
paper says : 

Tho Postmaster-General invites proposals 
for putting the overland California Mail' ser- 
vice in operation on October 1st; or, if pre- 
ferred by ihe accented bidder, the 1st day of 
July.' Tho sohedalo increases the speed, so 
that the trip must bo made in sixteen days 
during eight months in tlm year, and in 
twenty dnys for the remainder of the year ; 
tho contract to be for lour years. Tho news- 
paper and dooumout mails aie to bo trans- 
mitted to tho Pacifio coast by sea. 

Is thero never to bo nn o'nd tn this huck- 
stering over tho spoils of the overland mail 1 
Are the perlurbed spirits of contractors and 
would-be conlruc.tors never lo be set at rest 
by tho adoption of some permauent and irre- 
versible policy in this matter? It strikes mo 
lhat a Government which so complacently 
acqtiioscod in the siuking of millions of 
dollars, year after ycur, in thecarriBgo of the 
mails in the now rebellious Statos, ought 
not to haggle over a few thousand dollars, 
more or less, of loss iu a matter so important 
as the establishment of an uninterrupted land- 
mail communication with the FaciGo States.
